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Hon. Colin Inkster’s Memories 


Octogenarian Native Son of the West Recalls 
Stirring Events of the Past

N A recent issue of Sarurpay NIGHT an article was pub- 

lished on Hon. Colin Inkster, of Winnipeg, who has re- 
tired after serving the province of Manitoba as sheriff con- 
tinuously for fifty-two years. This undoubtedly sets a 
record for any government official in Canada. His son, 
R. F. Inkster, former deputy, succeeds him in the office, 
so the name of Inkster will continue in court officialdom, 
it is hoped, for many years. Since his retirement the 
famous sheriff has favored his friends with some of his 
recollections. 

Mr. Inkster is purely a western product, and was born 
eighty-five years ago during the hectic days before even 
Manitoba was recognized as a province, and when the 
present city was merely a small scattered white settlement 
of venturesome pioneers. From wheat flail threshing days 
to modern methods in a four hundred million production 
era is a far step. That so much could be accomplished 
within the lifetime of one man provides a pleasant antidote 
to present-day pessimists and class calamity orators. If 
the writer is not mistaken even the first homesteader in 
Manitoba is still living. 

On the eve of his retirement Hon. Mr. Inkster was 
the guest of honor at a banquet given by the Manitoba Law 
Society. One hundred representatives of the bench and 
bar paid homage to the revered veteran. In an eulogistic 
vein President Edward Anderson, K. C, expressed his 
pride at being identified with such a tribute to one who had 
served for a longer term than any other sheriff in Can- 
ada, perhaps in the world. 

Mr. J. A. Machray, K.C., an esteemed friend of the 
veteran, said he had known him since 1874, when he was 
warden of St. John’s Cathedral. “He took up the collec- 
tion then, and he is still doing it,” commented = Mr. 
Machray. “He has been a good citizen, an excellent 
sheriff, a loyal friend and a delightfully human companion.” 
His chief characteristics are kindness and patience, plus 
that rare gift of being able to carry out an unpleasant 
duty with tact and dignity, and without wounding the feel- 
ings of anyone." 

The honor shown him by such a distinguished gather- 
ing made a marked impression on the veteran. With his 
usual modesty Hon. Mr. Inkster, said: “You have made an 
old man very happy this evening, and I thank you from 
the bottom of my heart. I simply did my duty to the best 
of my ability; that, and nothing more.” He then referred 
briefly to the early days when Manitoba was the home of 
the buffalo and the rule of the Hudson’s Bay Company was 
the law of the land. When appointed sheriff in 1876, he

— in his twenties Colin Inkster played a conspicu 

ous role during one of the thrilling historical events 
connected with the Riel Rebellion. He was one of the 
men who waited upon the rebel chief in Fort Garry, and 
demanded the release of certain prisoners, following an up- 
rising of settlers, who besieged the fort with ladders and 
make-shift arms. He and James Ross succeeded in their 
mission with Louis Riel. Here is the interesting story, as 
related in Mr. Inkster’s own words: 

“It was on St. Valentine’s Day, 1870, a stormy blustery 
day, that a cavalcade of bobsleighs, single sleighs and 
cutters descended upon Kildonan with loads of men, ladders 
and guns. The citizen army, called up from the north and 
south, the east and the west, by Mr. John Schultz, was 
assembling to force the release of prisoners held by Louis 
Riel in Fort Garry. The original group from the west 
started from Portage la Prairie and they gathered strength 
all along the way, picking up reinforcements at High 
Bluff, Poplar Point and Headingly. Its leaders were 
Charlie Mair, J. J. Seller, Major (afterwards) 
Boulton and John Taylor. 

“Kildonan church was the rendezvous, and from all 
other points the Indians and half-breeds gathered to join 
with the group from the west. The Indians had nothing 
to eat and were clamoring for food, so some of the group 
went out and bought an ox from one of the settlers. I can 
remember yet the way they fell upon that carcass; hacked 
it to pieces with their knives and hatchets, and carried it 
into the church to fry on top of the little stoves there. 
There was plenty of fire water, and the noise those Indians 
made could be heard for a mile. 

“The schoolhouse, the home of Rey. Dr. Black, pastor 
of the church, and every home in the neighborhood, had 
taken some of the ‘army’ in. We had eight sleeping on the 
floor of our house that night. Some were for attacking the 
fort at once, but Archbishop Machray, Dr. Young and Dr. 
Black warned them of the danger, and suggested sending 
a messenger to ask for the prisoners’ release first.

"James Ross and I were chosen and we went to the 
gateway of the fort to ask for an audience with Louis Riel. 
‘Allow James Ross to come in, but leave Colin Inkster on 
the outside. He's a dangerous man, was the word from 
Louis Riel. Ross refused to go alone and we were both 
allowed in after some debate. 

“Louis Riel sat inside the fort surrounded by a bunch 
of tough-looking armed men. ‘My men here are armed. See 
what will happen if you attack,’ Riel said to the mess- 
engers, with a finger pointed to the guns. 

“He was right, too. If our men had carried out their 
scheme they would have been nipped off as quickly as they 
came within shooting distance of the fort. Riel and the 
messengers shook hands and after some parley agreed to 
let the prisoners go. 

“We returned to the church with a favorable report 
Meantime a French half-breed, Perisham, had been taken 
because he was suspected of being a spy, and was held all 
night. In the morning he escaped and made a dash up- 
river. He encountered a man, a son of John Sutherland, 
and fired two shots, killing him on the second one 


* 

Yy JORD came back that Perisham had killed a man and 

taken to the bush. A posse of armed buffalo hunters 
went out after him. They tracked him down and fell upon 
him with their knives. He was all but hacked to pieces 
when they brought him back. The group from the north 
had a doctor, Dr. Bedham, among them and he tended 
Perisham and nursed him back to life. I'll never forget 
the look of that man when he was dragged in Frozen 
blood streaked his whole body; his face was criss-crossed 
with cuts, and his hair was a matted red mass 

“In the meantime the prisoners had not been released, 
so a Cannon was brought up from somewhere. The gunner, 
a German by the name of Michael Wagner, hauled it up to 
our rendezvous with an ox. 

“There was no fighting, and the next day the prison 
ers were all released with the exception of one man. The 
men were satisfled and began to disband. But many of 
them were marked by the Riel forces, and when they left 
the protection of the crowd they had to go carefully The 
north party went off quite safely. Charlie Mair and Selle: 
started off in the night,—for the leaders all were marked 

and got a pony to take them part way. The group from 
the south sheltered at Redwood for the night, and then 
cut across country to St. James the day following 

“A body of Riel’s cavalry overtook them when they 
were scarcely two miles out, and asked them to come bac! 
to see Riel. They went back und every one of them were 
imprisoned They had released the captives only to bt 
made captives themselves, Thomas Scott and Major Boul 
ton were sentenced to be shot 

“Mrs. Sutherland, wife of the lad Perisham had killed 
Archbishop Machray and the other two pastors intervened 
to plead with Riel for the men’s lives. The rebel chief 
consented to release Boulton, but declared that Scott had 
to be shot. The doomed man was brought out and stood 
up before a ring party March 3 or 4 A grave was dug in 
front of the gateway, ostensibly to bury Scott, and the box 


lowered.

Sitting Bull and the Sioux 


Did They Massacre General Custer’s Regiment ? 


BY JAMES 


N A recent issue of SATURDAY Nicut D. L. Ross wrote in- 

terestingly and informatively on “Getting Rid of Sit- 
ting Bull” With the facts and the tone of that article 
there is no complaint. Exception is here taken to only 
two expressions which are doubtless used by those who 
talk of early days on the prairies. The expressions ob 
jected to are “ambushed” and “massacred” and occur in 
the statement: 

“These were the bloodthirsty Sioux of the northwest 
ern United States led by Sitting Bull—the very band of 
Indians who rather than obey the American order to settle 
on a reservation ambushed and massacred Colonel Custer 
and five companies of the Seventh Regiment, U. S. Cavalry, 
in the wooded country of the Little Big Horn river.” 

It is not the intention of the writer to defend Sitting 
Bull and the Sioux, but it may be pointed out that 
Bishop Whipple of Minnesota and may others have proved 
to the hilt that the Sioux were shamefully and wickedly 
treated by the white men. Even famous Indian fighters 
like General Crook have sadly confirmed this. Canada has 
many fine Indians, but the Sioux, or Dakotas, are the equa! 
of our best, and are among the aristocrats of the red 
men. It is all very fine to call Indians bloodthirsty, but 
we Canadians have very little use for people who are too 
cowardly to fight to the best of their ability in defence of 
their lands, their homes and what they believe to be theii 
rights. However, that is by the way Here is the point 
Is it right to call the historic battle of the Little Bix 
Horn a massacre? and was General Custer ambushed and 
massacred ? 

The dicitonary says that a massacre is the unnecessary 
and indiscriminate killing of human beings, as in savage 
warfare, especially where resistance is impossible; and 
that an ambush is the aet of hiding for the purpose of 
surprising adversaries and attacking them at a disadvant 
age. When we hear the word “massacre” we think ot 
the swift onrush of savages at midnight upon sleeping 
and defenceless villages, followed by the ruthless slaughter 
of men, women, and children. What happened at the 
Little Righorn was a battle in which a band of fleeing 
Indians, who had been retreating for a week were brought 
to bay in broad daylight, and in which pursuing and fully 
armed soldiers were wiped out, not by treachery and am 
bush but by superior numbers of badly armed savages 
coupled with a fatal mistake on the part of the white 
leader and the failure of his two lieutenants to do what 
had been assigned them 


To begin with, no doubt much of the feeling aroused 
by the result of the battle of the Little Big Horn was due 
to the physical beauty, the prowess, and the high char 
acter of General George Armstrong Custer, of whom no 
chronicler seems to be able to write in any terms but those 
of unrestrained enthusiasm. One of his more modest ad- 
mirers writes: 

“Custer was the beau ideal of the soldiet Standing 
almost six feet in height, broad shouldered and active, he 
never weighed more than 170 pounds. His eyes were blue 
and his hair, which he wore long, and his moustache 
were of a golden tint. He was a man of immense strength 
and endurance and his physical condition was perfect 
throughout all the hardships of his life Dashing and 
fearless, he ever led the way in cavalry charges and 
eleven horses were shot under him in battle At the age 
of 23 he was made a brigadier general, and at 25 a major 
general Of his span of 37 years, 14 years were spent 
in active service. He reverenced religion and his home 


life was ideal.”

Nu" General Custer did in the Civil War makes fie 
tion look tame He reconnoitred single-handed; he 
forded rivers alone in the face of the enemy before he 
ordered his troop to follow; he won the battle of Wood 
stock with such a sweep and chased the enemy so fast and 
so far that it has gone down to history as "Woodstoci 
Races"; his division, unassisted, won the battle of Waynes 
boro and captured 1,600 prisoners and 11 guns; and he 
helped in that famous march through Georgia which 
broke the back of the Confederacy Mustered out of the 
Grand Army at the close of the war and being refused 
leave of absence to enable him to accept an offer to re 
organize the cavalry forces of Mexico, he took lower rani 
and became the Colonel of the Seventh Regiment of U.S 
Riley, 


Kansas, in 1866, and from that time until his death, ten 


Cavalry He joined his new regiment at Fort 
years later, was continuously engaged in Indian warfare 
All these facts have an important bearing upon what hap 
pened in his final fight at the Little Big Horn river 

In the spring of 1876, General Sheridan, who held the 
chief command west of the Mississippi river, sent three

divisions under Generals Crook, Gibbon, and Terry (ai! 
renowned Indian fighters) to sweep the upper Missouri 
country, and then to unite and crush Sitting Bull in the 
Yellowstone valley. Terry and Gibbon performed the first 
part of this program and united without discovering an) 
Indians. Crook came up with Crazy Horse's band whicl 
repulsed him; and then the whole Indian party of five or 
six thousand men moved to the valley of the Big Horn 
river Here thes were discovered by Terry's scouts, and 


Terry sent Custer forward with his cavalry regiment of 


between 600 and 700 men in 11 companies to prevent the 
escape of the Indians eastward Custer was to wait for 
the arrival of the main body of the troops on June 26, at 


the junction of the Big Horn and Little Big Horn rivers 


Custer arrived at this point on the evening of June 24 
His seouts discovered the Indian encampment and Custe)! 
supposing they were only the 1,200 or 1,500 Pawnees 


whoni he knew were marching to join sitting Bull, he re 


solved that he would surround and capture them all. On 


the merning of the omentous 25th of june, Custer: was 
on one side of the river and the Indians on a ridge on the 
opposite side. Custer kept five companies coniprising 


about 265 men for a direct attack on the Indian centre, 
gave four companies to Major Reno to attack on the left 
and two to Capiain Benteen to make a detour and come 


up on the Indians’ right rear and cut off their retreat 





The approach of Custer so alarmed the ns that in 

the morning they began to strike camp ike read 

for a retreat However the reports of their scouts as to 
i 


the probable size of Custer's force eaused the leaders to 
decide to remain and give battle 


Custer, having waited what he considered sufficient 





time to allow Reno and Benteen to get into position, forded 
the river and rushed the ridge The Indians gave way 
to right and left and closed on his rea: When Custer 
reached the top of the ridge he found that the hollow 
beyond was filled with Indians, and he doubtless decided 
that the only thing to do was to rush a second ridge and 
make a stand there, hoping for the i of Reno and Ber 
teen. His passage through the hollow was hotly contested 
by the Indians, but most of the troop reached the second 
ridge where they were shot down to the last man. Their 


bodies were found two days later on the field of battle 


mutilated, save that of Custe i tribute to his reputation 
and great personal courage Later in the day Reno and 
Benteen united their detachments and awaited the arrival 
of the main force which a ed or he following « 
Reno had been beaten off and Benteen id never got it 
touch with the Indians 
MA 
"ll friends of Custer are very hard on both Reno and 


Benteen, the former for his unreasonable delay and 
for not striking with sufficient force when the Indians 
had already begun to break camp, and the latter for neve 
getting into action at all The chief thing which the 


friends and biographers of General Custer feel called upon 





to explain is how this brilliant soldier who had had ten 
years’ experience in Indian warfare, came to rush head 
long into the ms of S Bull in broad daylight, when 
if the Indians had been let alone they would have etreat 
ed Even if Reno and Benteen, who had over half the 
regiment between them, had done all that was expected of 
them, the risks would have been greater than such an ex 
perienced soldier as Custer would have taken, especially 
with the main force only à day's march to the rear An 
explanation given is that Custer felt he had been badly 
treated by the authorities at Washington He had come 
} 


back to the West from the national capital a short time 


before this, smarting under a sense of injustice, and thos« 
who take this view suppose that he was moved out of his 
usual caution by a determination to make such a showing 
as would compel ecognition at Washington Howeve) 
much there may be in that, one thing is certain, namely, 
that in the accounts written by General Custer's friends 
there is no talk about treachery and deceit in this battle 
on the part of the Indians, and the blame for what hap 
pened is laid on someone else than Sitting Bull 

After the battle about four thousand Indians led by 
Sitting Bull passed into Canada Here a handful of the 


North West Mounted Police, under such brave and astute 


officers as Major Crozier and Inspector J. M. Walsh, man 


iged the Sioux for five years, and finally induced them to 
accept the terms offered by the United States and to re 


turn to that country 


There are several morals here which need not be 
drawn, but surely, though evervone laments — the early 
death of the brilliant and gallant Custer, no man ean 


properly call what happened at the Little Big Horn eithe 


an ambush or a massacre

Although Mozart's "Requiem" is one 
of the most celebrated of his composi- 
tions because it was written during his 
last days on earth, it has, so far as is 
known, never before been rendered in 
its entirety in Toronto. Certainly not 
in public performance It has a 
pathetic interest for students of 
Mozart's career, because it was written 
under premonition of early death at a 
time when the composer was encom- 
passed with sordid cares and sorrows 
While Mozart suffered no neglect in 


an artistic sense, as the ceaseless 
activity of the last ten years of his 


life (he died of typhus at 35) shows 
the lot of a proud and highly strung 
musician, dependent on the caprices of 
titled patrons, was a sad one in the 
Germany of the eighteenth century 
Mozart in childhood the peer of princes 
found himself in early manhood and 
even in death shabbily treated. Th: 
late John R. Runciman, pioneer of the 
modern school of ritish musical 
criticism, regarded the “Requiem” as 
the most typical of all Mozart's works, 
the one into which he had put mos: 
of his emotional experience. It is not 
a work of inspissated gloom by ans 
means. Structurally each of the epi- 
sodes of the Mass which he lived to 
complete is perfect. The feeling ot 
many of them is indescribably pro 
found, yet expressed with the utmos: 
clarity and richness of utterance. 'Th: 
«motional appeal of the Requiem is of 
the most exalted order, and in its main 
outlines it is impeccably noble. The 
work was completed by his pupil 
Franz Xaver Sussmayer, who also per- 
formed the same filial task for his 
master’s unfinished opera, “Clemenza 
di Tito." The movements written 
exclusively by Sussmayer were the 
“Sanctus” and "Benedictus" and he 
was credited with the "Agnus Dei,’ 
although it is so much finer in com 
parison, that it is assumed that Mozart 
must have left some material for it 
While Sussmayer was not a Mozart 
he was no 'prentice hand, and men 
have attained respectable rank as 
ecclesiastical composers on works 
inferior to the "Benedictus" ind 
"Sanctus." 

The text used by Dr. Macmillan was 
English, and, though at certain 
moments it fell short of the dignity of 
the original, was neverthele fluently 
adapted to the musical phraseology. Dr 
Macmillan performed a feat mark- 
able in connection with a work so 
rarely performed, by conducting 
throughout without a score, and more- 
over with complete grasp of every 
nuance. The fine edge of expression h: 
exacted from his forces at all times 
was remarkable, and the climaxes hi 
achieved unfailingly touched the emo- 
tions of his hearers. Quartets liks 
“Tuba Mirum” and “Recordare” wert 
interpreted by local soloists. Dorothy 
Allan Park, a most attractive young 
soprano, with a voice of rare tender 
ness and sweetness, won especia 
admiration by the artistic finish of her

SCIENCE, 
CAn Atomie Universe 


"HE outstanding development ot 

science in the twentieth century 
has been the increase in knowledge 
about atoms, the ultimate particles of 
matter. Physical investigation ha 
shown that atoms are composed ot 
relatively massive nucleus surrounded 
by a cloud of electrons These elec 
trons, therefore, are a universal con 
stituent of all matter, and the inves 
tigation of their properties has been 
a subject of profound scientific inter 
est. Recently at the Dominion As 
trophysical Observatory at Victoria, 
British Columbia, an examination was 
made of the mass of the electron and 
other atomie dimensions from studies 
of the spectra of some very hot stars 
One important result of this investiga 
tion was to show that the structure 
and dimensions of the atom were 
exactly the same in the hottest and 
most distant stars as on the earth, an 
important confirmation of the homo 
geneity of matter throughout the uni 
verse. Thus, by collaboration, largely 
between physicists and astronomers 
the modern comprehensive knowledge 
of the structure of matter has been 
built up 

In this respect it may be appropri 
ate to recall how this knowledge ha 
reacted upon the practical life of the 
community Modern developments in 
certain improved X-ray tubes which 
have revolutionized medicine and cei 
tain branches of industry have come 
directly from an application of mod 
ern atomic theories. Again, the recent 
almost miraculous growth of radio 
broadcasting and reception is due 
largely to research on atomic struc 
ture 

These important inventions, to say 
nothing of the modern development 
in the reproduction of music, the de 
tection of icebergs by heat rays, and 
other more or less important devices 
are all the outgrowth of modern 
knowledge of atomic structure, in 
short, these integral parts of present 
day civilization are due to research in 
physies and astrophysics alone

Marine 


Seventy Per Cent of American Sea Trade 
Carried Today on Foreign Ships 
Legislative Remedies Proposed 


[HERE are unmistakable signs of à new publie interest 
in the United States in an American merchant n 
ne, and this interest is reflected in Congress. Some so 
of legislative action intended to sustain and develop the 


American ocean service seems probable at this session 





The Senate already has passed the Jones bill, and 
House has several measures before it, including the Wood 
bill and the White bill 

The Jones bill has been widely criticized as a meas 
re to keep the government indefinitely in the shining 
business under government ownership and operation. This 
is due principally to the provision that ships of the Gov 
ernment may be sold only by unanimous vote of the Ship 
ping Board 

Examination of the speeches and remarks of the Sen 
itors in the course of debate on the Jones bill indicates, 
however, that the passage of the bill was less an endorse- 
ment of government ownership than an indication of the 
Senate’s determination to Maintain a merchant marine 
under the American flag, says “The Index", published by 
the New York Trust Company. The general belief in the 
Senate, as shown in the debate, was that only two possible 
courses were open. The first of these was thought to be 
the continuance of government operation of ships, and the 
other was an acceptance of the complete disappearance of 
the United States as a maritime power. Subsidies were 
regarded as out of the question. Viewed in this way, the 
passage of the Jones bill in the Senate was not so much 
a vote for government ownership as it was a statement 
of the Senate’s intention to keep the American flag on 
the sea 

Although the Senate has been in no mood to vote a 
subsidy for ship operation under private auspices, the 
Jones bill (which it passed) is in many quarters consider 
ed to be a substantial subsidy in its practical effects. The 
Treasury must make good any losses arising from the 
government shipping ventures. On the other hand, Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who has publicly said that he favors some 
form of subsidy, is expected to veto the Jones bill

The Wood bill and the White bill, both introduced in 
the House, contain an element of subsidy in that they 
would enable ship builders to obtain construction funds 
from the Government at interest rates below those which 
the Government itself must pay The sentiment in the 
House is apparently strongly against the Jones bill, and 
eflects the policy of the Administration

Congress are evidently o strongly in favor of legisla 
tion to help the American merchant marine that a cor 
promise is likely 

4 detinite proposal for. private operation of ships wa 
discussed in the Senate during consideration of the Jones 
bill, but it entered too late to affect the vote on that 
measure This proposal for private Operation conten 
plates the loaning of money to private Companies at the 
ume rate of interest which the Government is currently 
paying for similar loans. The ‘Treasury would, therefore 
ose ne money on the transaction. Amortization in twenty 
vears and protection of the loan by liens against the ships 


form part of this plan It is proposed that the Govern 





ment advance three-fourths of the cost of the ships, in re 
turn for which the construction and operation must meet 
with the approval of the Navy Department and the Post 
Office Department, and the ships will be available for na 
tional service in emergency 

This proposal would appear to contain the practical 
idvantages of private operation, with the merit of Govern 
ment support and availability 

Some support to a merchant marine is necessary be 
cause the shipping industry is the only great industry in 
the country which is not protected in any substantial de 
gree against foreign competition and yet must deal openly 
with it 

As far as actual government ownership is concerned

B.C. Storage Project 


Federal Aid Given to New 
Westminster Plant 


A PROJECT calculated to expand 
= storage business on the Pacific 
Coast has been given approval and 
financial assistance by the Dominion 
Government As a result of the 
efforts of Hon. Dr. J. H. King, Brit- 
ish Columbia's representative in the 
Federal Cabinet; of Valentine Quinn 
and C. C. Knight, and of Mayor A 
Wells Gray of New Westminster, an 
agreement has been signed by the 
incorporators of Pacific Terminals, 
Ltd., and by Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
Minister of Agriculture, whereby the 
company will be enabled to proceed 
with its important scheme. 

The total financing of the concern 
is $2,150,000.

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Dr. Augusta Stowe Gullen 


One of Canada's Most Prominent W omen Doctors 
in Medicine, who was a brave pioneer in Educa- 
tional Affairs where women were concerned, 
and whose courage, endurance, and ability 
made the way clear and easy for women 
in the study of medicine.

LITTLE Canadian girl who lived in the Town of Noi 
= wich, Ont., at a very early age began to think about 
things for herself. She was only seven when she one day 
declared: “When I am grown up I am going to work foi 
women.” 

From that childish decision she never deviated Perhaps 
it was because little Augusta Stowe had a very brilliant 
mother, who early initiated her into some of the facts 
relating to the long story of woman, that she began at such 
a tender age to think about serving her sex. When other 
pretty young girls were dreaming of love and romance. 
Augusta Stowe—as pretty as any of them—was contemplat 
ing a college career that would equip her, in the best pos 
sible way, to be of service to women Her mother, Dr 
Emily Stowe, had the distinction of being the first Cana 
dian woman to study medicine, but she had been obliged 
io g0 to New York to do so. The young girl, Augusta, 
who concealed such an inflexible purpose and strong brain 
beneath her youthful and very feminine exterior, resolved 
that she would blaze a trail for her sex in her own coun 
try. With another woman student, she entered what was 
then known as the Toronto School of Medicine. The two 
girls began their studies with enthusiasm and in the spirit 
of generous ambition. After a little while, however, one of 
them felt that she could no longer endure the conditions 
under which she was obliged to work, and withdrew 
Augusta Stowe was then left to run the gauntlet of the 
deep-rooted prejudice that at that time existed among the 
students a 





ainst women medical students. But she ran 
it the full length, and by so doing became the first Cana 
dian girl to graduate in medicine from a Canadian uni 
versity 

Dr. Stowe-Gullen does not like to speak of those early 
da 





Conditions are so very different now from what 
they used to be The girl medical student of today, who 
enjoys the same advantages as the male student, faces ab 
solutely no opposition But in nearly all countries where 
women have endeavored to make a fresh start in medical 
work — after centuries, perhaps, in which the voice of the 
woman physician has been silent—they have encountered 
at the outset bitter opposition This was the story in 
Great Britain where Miss Jex-Blake and her fellow-work 
ers, in their efforts to secure a medical education in 186 
and later, were mobbed by students and refused instrue 
tion Dy professors It was the story, during the same 
period in Russia, where, after several women had attended 
the medical leetures for two years at St. Petersburg, the 
privilege was suddenly. withdrawn on the ground that 
"women did better in their recognized capacity as women 
when they knew nothing and understood nothing." And 
much the same story was repeated in Holland, Belgium, 
Vienna and, to a degree, in the United States 

rhe course of Augusta Stowe at the School of Medicine 
was made less difficult when one of the students espoused 
her cause and turned the tide in her favor Almost im 
mediately following her graduation from Victoria Univer 
sity in 1883 she was appointed Demonstrator of Anatomy 
at the newly opened Ontario Medical College. In the brief 
interval between her graduation and appointment she mat 
ried Dr. Gullen, finding in him a life-partner in the work 
that she loved \ little later in her career she was made 
lecturer on diseases of children, and subsequently became 
Professor of Pediatrics, holding this position until the On 
tario Medical College was amalgamated with the University
